hnbit« develop at this age. N<-'}i" 
lect means development oi condi- 
tions which will handicap the child 
when he enters school. 


The Summer Round-Up should 


result in correction of defects and 
immunization against communi- 
cable diseases. It calls for test- 
ing- of the child's eyes for no child 
can get along in school if he can- 
not see well. The wearing of prop- 
erly fitted glasses is no hardship 
for the comfort and help received 
more than compensates for any an- 
noyance.
